Yesterday afternoon a strip of ice 
about IO miles long, extending south 
from the mouth of the Menominee 
river, broke from the west shore aud 
was carried rapidly toward the east 
shore of Green bay in the direction of 
Death’s Door. 
When the ice floe left its anchorage 
18 fisherman from Menekaunee were on 
the ice tending their nets, but were so 
far away from the crack that by the 
time the alarm had been given the crack 
w as so wide they could not escape to 
the shore. 
Signals of distress were dis 
played, but it was sometime before they 
were discovered, and meantime the ice 
had swept well toward the middle of 
the bay. 
Two yawls were manned and 
four men were brought to the shore, 
but the others, fearing that help could 
not reach them from Manistique or Me­ 
nominee, had rushed to the eastern 
side of the ice, evidently intending to 
attempt to escape to Green island, and 
thus reach Chambers’ island or Door 
bluff, on the east shore of Green bay. 
As darkness settled down, how ever, 
the ice could be seen carrying well into 
the lake, and fishermen think escape is 
impossible. 
Estimates of the number of men on 
the ice floe vary, some saying that fully 
40 were carried out on the lake, but 
careful inquiry reveals but nine men 
missing. 
Besides the lossof life that now seems 
certain to result from the breaking up 
of the ice, fishermen will lose nets, fish 
shanties and implements valued at many 
thousands of dollars.

Yet this is exactly w hat has not hap­ 
pened. G rass snakes are larger and m ore 
num erous th an adders, and there is no 
evidence th a t the absence of the poison 
fangs in any way endangers the •nrviva! 
of tho speciea 
I t is difficult to account for the ab 
sence of any visible fuilujre in life of in­ 
sect feeding creatures com peting for ex­ 
istence on tho sam e food, but w ith such 
unequal physical m eans for obtaining it 
as are possessed by the swallow, the 
m arm oset, »he shrew, the chameleon 
aud th e f i ^ . 
In th is list of five crea­ 
tures Jiving upon sim ilar food we find 
! th a t th e physical appliances for obtain­ 
ing it rang'' from the perfect develop­ 
m ent of speed in flight in the swallow, 
the addition of h a n ^ for capture in th« 
marm oset, bcxlily quickness and mitivity 
in the shrew, the power of assum ing 
color exactly sim ilar to th a t of environ­ 
m ent in the chameleon, supplem ented 
by a special apparatus for shooting out 
the tongue and capturing in le ts when 
motionless, to the absence of any special 
equipm ent a t all, exctpt th a t of a ra th e i 
long tongue, in the insect eating frog. 
Y et the frog, destitute of all these 
specialized appliances, lives ju st as well 
as the sw allow , the slirew, the marmo- 
w t or the cham eleon, and a t least one 
siKcies, the barking frog, finds th a t Ic 
g('t on in the w orld it lins only to be 
Blin aud w ait till creatures w alk into 
its moutlL 
It has acquireil a skin color 
suited to its environm ent and a large 
I month. 
B ut it is not, and could nevi 1 
i be, considered w ell provided for getting 
I its living. 
, 
O ur estim ate of the physical means 
! and appliances necessary for the survivai 
aud w ell boing of anim als is probably 
set too high 
W e judge tho n e ^ o of ab 
from the perfect developm ent and ac­ 
quired powers of m any, perhaps of 
most, w hich evolution has provided 
w ith appliances in excess of th eir real 
wants. Most anim als are overequipped. 
Evolution bas run rio t aud provided 
them w ith moiuis and m etal far in ei- 
pcss of th eir needs, ju st os it ha i provid­ 
ed them w ith an exuU rauco of onia- 
luent w hich delights u.s, but m ust a i­ 
re udy have passed beyond anim al com­ 
prehension. 
Probably the cats, great and sm all, 
would a t once bo nam ed as the best 
equipped of 
all classes of predatory 
cr«'atun*s,and the predatory creatures are 
by necessity superior in uiost form a of 
physique to those on w hich they prey. 
They are all ‘‘b u ilt” on one plan, w ith 
a sixvial arm am ent of teeth, slieaths to 
keep th eir claw s sharp, m uscles for 
(pringiijg suddenly to great distauceo, 
padded fi-et to deaden the sound of their 
movem ents aud color adapted fur coo- 
cealiuent These acquited appliauoee ar* 
in excess of their wants. 
The polar bear, 'which oauuot spring 
and has un sheaths for its claw s, (md 
bos little obvious provision to aid it in 
sw im m ing, catches and kills anim als 
largei than those killed hy tho tiger and 
can kill them in tho w’ati'r. 
The w ol­ 
verene, or glutton, w hich is heavy, slow 
and has tho feet of a ferret, gets its liv­ 
ing us a carnivorous anim al no less well 
th an the tiger cats, w hich b ive a far 
m ore specie lixcd equipm ent for th tir 
work. 
There is actu al evidence from the fos­ 
sil txjiies of tig(‘i8 th a t this excess of 
equipm ent once w ent further aud has 
been discaraed as superfluous. 
Au ex­ 
tinct speoi(*8 developed canine teeth of 
such enorm ous size th a t it him been 
nam ed the “ saber toothed tig e r.” T he 
Ux th w ere too long for its jaw s, aud the 
mtxieKu spc'^ies use shorter w'caponis 
Just M m od‘*ru ironclads are provided 
w ith lighter guns The curling tusks cf 
some ut the m aiuiuuths and the pal m ated 
lionin of the Irish elk were also in excess 
of requ irem iu tsau d ore modified for nm 
in the existing elephants aud reindeer. 
M any monkeys poesess a thum b, bul 
some do not, luid there is no evldeuoe 
th a t they are therefore at adisailvantage 
for their non progressive life.— London
